She
has not hyed with her husband for
some time, A young man, whose name
s said to be Charles Smith, shares the
apartments with her.

Last night, when Smith was leaving
the place, the woman asked him to re-
maln, a8 she feared she was about to
become l1l. ‘Smith declined to stay. Re-
turnlng luter, he found the room filled
with women from the neighborhood and
the woman violently il Dr. Hanlng
wus called, and two police officers put
in thelr appearance.

Soon the woman was quicted, but It
could not be stated whether or not she
wauld recover.

There are two stories, one that the
woman took polsen with suicidal In-
tent, and the other that somegne pols-
oned the woman. Smith took no stock
in the sulside theory. He sald; L

“She wouldn't do that, She thinks
too much of me. She wouldn't do that,
not befors I had done I

Bmith intimated that someone had
put polson In the woman's food, and
apoke of some man having been around
the place, but when he learned he was
tnlking to newspaper men he closed up
ke a clam and was silent as the grave.

At midnight Dr. Hanlng said the wo-
man had undoubtedly tnken a dose of
strichnine, whethor voluntarily or not,
he wns unable to say. He believed that
she would recover.

It develops that th: woman was AwWAy
from her apartments throughout the
afternoon, and It must have been dur-
Ing thig time that she took or was ad-
ministered the polson. She ls not in a
condition to tell her story yet.
